
> Asked why the President 
could not take bills to Flo- 
rida and sign or veto them 
there, Warren replied only 

that Mrv Nixon wanted to 
work on them here where 
his aides can study them 
and work on them with him. 

If the President goes to 
Florida none of the regular 
courier planes will fly there 
to carry official documents, 
Warren said. In the past, 
courier planes have been 
used regularly to fly official < 
papers to the President and 
to transport officials the 
President might want to see 
while out of Washington.
